Passengers Had Miraculous Escape— 
Cars Tumbled Over Deep Embank- 
ment Into Ditch — About Forty 
Were Injured But None Fatally— 
Only Four Go to Hospital—Cause 
of Accident a Mystery. 


Tottenham, June 29.—A most mira- 
culous escape from what would appear 
at first to have been a terrible dis- 
aster occurred Saturday night about 
| 11.80 o’clock, 11-2 miles north of Tot- 
| tenham. 

The westbound Winnipeg train, 
léaving Toronto at 9.30, left the rails, 
}and six coaches, including tourists 
and sleepers, were precipitated down 
an embankment of over 20 feet, turn- 
ing completely upside down, one car 
going to the east side of the track and 
| the other five to the west. 

The engine, baggage car and the 
last of the train remained on. the 
track. 

Almost all the passengers, number- 
ing about 200, had retired, which made 
the work of extricating more difficult. 
It was half an hour before all had 
been taken from the wreck. Luckily, | 
there was no fire in the coaches, else 
ee would assuredly have been lives 
‘ost, | 
There are a number with broken | 
limbs, and bad scalp wounds number- 
ing probably 15, of a serious nature, 
with a total of at least 40 imjured. 
The railway officials place the number 
very much less than this, but it is not 
above the number.

Heavy List of Drowning Fatalities 
During Last 24 Hours. 


Three Children Lose Their Lives by 
Collapse of Old Scow—Old Resi 
dent Drowned in Lincoln Paper

Eganville, June 27—One of the 
most melancholy tragedies in the his- 
tory of Bonnechere occurred about a 
mile above the head of Golden Lake, 
when three daughters of John Jeffrey 
lost their lives by drowning while 
crossing the stream.

Also haye read 
with pleasure the report of the 
Hydro-Electrie Power Company on 
this scheme, which shows that a 
very yaluable source of power and 
and one vitai to the welfare of 
Hastings county is available at very 
little cost, and considering the very 
large amount of money receiyed 
from timber dues by the Ontario 
Government during the past 50 
years, this Board considers the re- 
quest of the Belleville Civie Com- 
mittee passed ‘on the 2nd inst., that 
the Hydro-Electrie Power Company 
be requested to at once take in 
hand the making of an instrumental 
survey of the territory in question 
as recommended in their report, is 
most reasonable. Also in view of 
the fact that all future develop- 
ment and the welfare of the mining 
industry in the Hastings district de- 
pends on cheap power, it is absolute- 
ly necessary that this scheme ‘be 
put in working order with as little 
delay as possible. The Ontario 
Government has already shown its 
good will and interest in the 
development of the mineral indus- 
try in the Hastings district by 
assisting the Arsenic industry by a 
bounty. This Board while it fully 
appreciates the value of the bounty 
tothe Arsenic industry, think that 
cheap power, such as can be pro- 
vided, will prove a greater help to 
that industry than the bounty, 
We would also strongly recommend 
that storage dam be built at Wolf 
Lake and at Glen Lewis,at the toot of 
Moira lake close to this village, when 
a five to six foot head of water can 
be stored for oyer one half a mile 
wide by ten miles long. This 
would be one of the largest re- 
sources on the river Moira.—Carricd.

Murdered With Cannon. 


Leominster, Mass., July 6.—Edward 
J. McLaughlin, a business man, was 
summoned to the door of his home 
at 3 Floral place, this town, at 3 
o’clock yesterday morning.

The police theory 
is that the assassin or assassins aimed 
the cannon on the porch steps so that 
the ball when discharged would enter 
the door a little to the right of the 
doorknob, waited to hear McLaugh- 
lin’s hand on the knob and then pull- 
ed the trigger.

Brazil Wants a Navy. 


Paris, July 6—G. B. Brodigan, 
technical representative of the Hotch- 
kiss Co., says he is sure the state- 
ment that the Brazilian Government 
has no idea of selling a single one of 
her new warships to Japan, a state- 
ment by the Brazilian embassy at 
Washington, is no uggs diplomatic 
announcement. 

Mr. Brodigan, who has just return- 

ed from Brazil, says the ambition of 
that country is to have a perfect navy. 
Nothing but a severe slump in coffee 
prices or a failure of the coffee crop 
can interfere with its realization. Rear 
Admiral Alencar, the Brazilian Min- 
ister of Marine, told Mr. Brodigan 
that his only fear was that the coun- 
try would not have a supply of pro- 
perly trained men when the new ships 
were ready to be taken over. For this 
reason he was now keeping as many 
ships as possible doing active work 
at sea. 
Mr. Brodigan supposes that Brazil's 
desire for such a powerful fleet is nat- 
ural for a state believing itself as im- 
portant as any on the continent.

WORKMEN'S AWFUL PLIGHT. 
mre 
Had to Choose Between Burning and 
Death by Explosion. 

Dundas, July 7.—Given a choice of 
putting out the flames that were de- 
vouring their clothes, or pf running 
to avoid a terrific dynamite explos- 
ion, two men engaged in blasting at 
the quarries here yesterday fled from 
the explosion, and, fanning the flames 
into a blaze, had their garments lit- 
erally burned off their backs. The 
men are Bert Green of Greensville and 
James Sturrock, Jr., of West Flam- 
boro Township. They are now in | 
Hamilton Hospital in a serious con- 
dition, 

Green and Sturrock were drilling 

holes for dynamite charges in the Doo- 
little & Wilcox quarries on the moun- 
tain. Some gas at the bottom of the 
hole became ignited. 
, Suddenly a spurt of flame burst 
from the hole, setting fire to their 
clothes. Although almost blinded, 
they had presence of mind to turn 
and run from the explosion. 

It was well they did, for in a few 
minutes there was a terrific explosion 
that would have blown them to atoms. 
But in running the flames had stead- 
ily devoured their clothing. They 
staggered up to a party of workmen, 
who rolled them in the dust until the 
fire wae extinguished: 

Both mes are in bad shape and 
have deep burns all over their bodies. 
It is feared that their lungs are af- 
fected. 

They are experienced blasters, Stur- 
rock having had charge of this work 
at the quarries for a long time, Green 
has been in the same work in Mex- 
ico, and is owner of the rights for 
the high explosive known as “‘Green- 
ite.”

COMMONS TO CLOSE UP| 


Week From Saturday Fixed For} 
Prorogation of Session. 


Agreement Reached Between the Two 
Parties — Opposition to Election 
Bill Withdrawn—Estimates to Be 
Pruned—The House to Work Long 


Hours Each Day—Debates Will Be 
Limited. 


Ottawa, July 6.—Both Opposition 
and Government members have by

Awful 


Holacaust in Port-Au- 
Prince, Hayti’s Capital. 


Over Four Hundred Buildings Burned 


—Fire Broke Out Three Times— 
Terrific Explosion When Flames 
Reached Arsenal—City In State of 
Panic—French Sailors Assist the 
Fire-Fighters. 


Port-au-Prince, July 7.—The disas- 
trous fire which started in the vicinity 
of the palace and Senate buildings 
here on Sunday, and was believed to 
have been controled after 400 build- 
ings were burned, broke out again 
during the night and caused further 
by an explosion in the arsenal which 
shook the whole town, damaged many 
buildings and scattered blazing em- 
bers over a wide area. The roof of 
the National Bank was thrown down 
by the violence of the concussion 
when the explosion occurred. The 
second fire was believed to have been 
checked at midnight, but the flames 
got a third start yesterday morning, 
and before they were subdued forty 
more buildings had been destroyed. 

The city was almost in a state of 
panic. The flames surged along with 
what appeared to be an irresistible 
sweep and terrific explosions, which 
occurred at intervals, added to the 
frenzy of the populace. It was not 
until the intensity of the fire had 
diminished that: anything like quiet 
was restored. z 

The Chamber of Deputies and the 
large establishment of the congrega- 
tion of St. Louis’ were menaced for a 
time by the flames, but they were 
saved without damage. 

Port-au-Prince, July 7.—A serious 
fire broke out here about 2 o'clock 
Sunday in the vicinity of the palace 
and Senate building. The flames 
spread quickly, there being a high 
wind, and soon reached alarming 
proportions. Four hundred buildings 
were burned, including the *court 
house and the prison. All of the pris- 
oners were taken to ather quarters be- 
fore the building took fire. 

Sparks were carried to the arsenal,, 
which also was destroyed, with stores

Ottawa, June 80th.—The discussion 
on the third reading of Hon. Mr. 
Graham's bill to amend the railway 
act with respect to telegrephs and 
telephones, and the jurisdiction of the 
Boara of Railway Commissioners, was 
resumed in the Commons this morn- 
ing by Hon. Mr. Aylesworth. who re- 
plied to some observations of Mr.

FOUND DEAD AT FALLS 


| Missing Poehle Located With 
Bullet Wound in Head. 


End Had Come During Saturday 
Night—The Cause of Suicide a To- 
tal Mystery—The Body Lay at the 


Rapids Preventing the Shot Being 
Heard. 


Niagara Falls, N.Y., July 13.—The 
| search for Frederick A, Poehle, who 
disappeared from his home, 
Clarens avenue, Toronto, last Monday 
morning, came to an end yesterday 
morning with the finding of his body 
lying partially submerged on the 
shore of the second Sister Island, on 
the Ningara state reservation. 

A bullet hole through the head ex- 
plained the cause of death, The na- 
ture of the wound, the course of the 
bullet, ete., strengthens the suicide 
theory, but the inability of the police 
to find the revolver, which fired the 
shot, and the further fact that the 
ground all about the point at which 
the body was recovered was torn and 
trampled, seemed to indicate a scuffle. 
Coroner Scott, who had charge of 
the case, was first inclined to hold a 
postmortem examination, but later 
determined it was unnecessary, the 
reservation police attaching little im- 
portance to the fact that the pistol 
has not been found. The body was 
lying at the edge of a deep eddy, | 
where the water is turbulent, and the 
weapon might have fallen from the 
hand as Poehle pitched forward, and 
thus gone several feet out into the 
river and perhaps was carried some 
eight or ten feet down stream by the 
swift current before it reached the 
bottom. The water is too swift, and 
the point in too close proximity. to 
the Falls, to make a search in the 
water for the gun at ali likely. 

The body was found by two waiters 
who were taking a stroll about the 
islands at 6 o'clock in the morning.

THE REVIEW received a letter on 
Saturday, July 18th, from a friend, 
who recently visited the Franco-

Three 
times a week special fireworks dis- 
plays are given, The exhibition is 
popularly Known as the ‘ White 
City.” ‘The buildings ave all a benuti- 
ful and are a marvel of atchitectural 
beauty. Hight of the palaces are set 
aside for special exhibits and the 
building among the eight that is the 
chief centre of attraction is the one 
displaying Canadian exhibits. Our 
friend says what seemed to command 
the most attention among Canada’s 
exhibits, was the beautiful work done 
in butter, There are life-size effigies 
of King Edward and President Fal- 
lieres of France, flowers, ferns, and 
many Other other pretty things all 
worked in butter, and he says they 
closely resemble marble, only for their 


color. Other exhibits from Canada 
are furs, woods of all kinds, fruits of 
the most luscious kind, and no less 
than 100 plates of apples, which 
our correspondent says, ‘ Are 
the real products of Canada.

Thousands Are Pouring Into Old 
City For Festivities. 


Day Has Little Program But a Plenti- 
tude of Color and Excitement— 
“Bobs" Is Dined by Garrison Club 


—American Battleship Arrives— 


Union of Municipalities Officially 
Received—Preparations For Prince. 


Quebec, July 21.—This city of ex- 
pectation rested last night content, 
her gates full, her streets and houses 
bannered and festooned, her harbor 
spangled with the warships of three 
natidns, the consummation of the 
battlefield show made a certainty, 
and the triumph of her great pageant 
assured. It was a day of scant pro- 

gram, but it was made generous use 
of i completing the decorations and 
arrangements. Uncle Sam sent one of 
his best fighting machines, and when 
the New Hampshire rounded the Isle 
of Orleans yesterday afternoon the 
French and British fleets and the 
Citadel roared out welcomes that be- 
spoke the three-cornered entente cor- 
diale. Distinguished visitors continue 
to arrive, and to-day the guests of 
the nation will be officially received, 
the afternoon fixture being the first 
performance, of the pageant. 

Yesterday morning an official re- 
ception was extended at the City Hall 
to the members of the Canadian 
Union of Municipalities, most of 
whom came on from Montreal to Que- 
bee after the annual meeting at Mont- 
real, They were welcom by Ald. 
Pecard, acting mayor, whose address 
was replied to by Controller Ward 
of Toronto. Among other members of 
the union present were: Mayor Oliver 
and Ald. MecGhie, Toronto; Mayors 
Ashdown of Winnipeg, Stevely of Lon- 
don, Bethune of Vancouver, Hall of 
Victoria, Mentor of Verdon, Man., 
W. D. Lighthall of Westmount, sec- 
retary-treasurer of the union; ex- 
Mayors Judd of London, Dyke of Fort 
William and Fred Cook of Ottawa. 

All the Troops In.

| Biggest Jail Delivery In Toronto Po- 

lice Records Succeeds During Af- 
terneon—The Prisoners Were In 
Plain Clothes — Seven Men Are 
Left Behind — They Dug a Hole 
Threugh the Wall. 


Toronto, July 18.—By the door 
through which John Boyd, the color- 
ed murderer, went: to death in,Jan- 
uary last; seven prisoners awaiting 
sentence and on remand at Toronto 
jail went to liberty between noon and 
4 o'clock yesterday afternoon, effect- 
ing the biggest jail delivery in the 
history of the prison. None have been 
recaptured. Those who escaped are: 

Alex. Rose, awaiting examination 
as to sanity, and facing perhaps a 
life sentence for assault and robbery. 

H. Churehill, a pickpocket of U.S. 
experience. 

William Jones and J. C. Clark, 
awaiting extradition to Newcastle, 
Pa., where they had broken jail. 

J. Copeland and Ed. Lee, awaiting 
trial for theft from local tailors. 
Robert Snow, a boy burglar, who 
was arrested only yesterday after es- 
caping from the Victoria Industrial 
School. 


awaiting sentence and were therefore 
dressed in their ordinary clothes, even 
with their hats, and not in the jail 
garments. 
They took advantage of yesterday's 
heavy rain, when the surrounding 
parks and nearby streets and thor- 
oughfares were deserted. They evi- 
dently made a straight conscrip to 
the Don Valley, as three men were 
seen late in the afternoon prowling 
through the bush near Danforth 
avenue. ; 
When the escape was discovered 
the other prisoners on the corridor 
were put in their cells and the jail 
guards scattered over the exits from 
the city. 
The wire were kept hot, and all 
railways notified to inform their train 
crews to be on the lookout for blind 
baggage. ; 
Governer Chambers went direct to 
the wharves, where he made a eareful 
inspection of the outgoing boats, 
Planned by Rose. 
The escape, donbtless, was worked 
out in the mind of Rose. His familiar- 
ity with recent events and knowledge 
of the adjacent death chamber, which 
was used for the first time when the 
negro, Boyd, was hanged last Jan- 
uery, would point to that conclusion. 
Communicating these facts to his 
fellow prisoners, the three have with 
deliberation worked out their plans. 
Outside the watchful of the guard 
on duty, the trio would take turns in 
picking at the lock—a common spring 
affair—on the wooden door in the 
north wall of the corridar, where the 
trio were permitted to walk up and 
down, and which led into the death 
chamber. With the aid of a table 
fork and some pins this was accom- 
plished without injury that would at- 
tract attention. X 
Once inside the chamber, the rest 
was easy, for somehow the prisoners 
had obtained some crude bits of iron 
with which they labored at their 
pleasure. With one or two at work 
inside, the ,other one would. keep, 
watch. Evidently the work took sev- 
eral days before the outer portion of 
the stone wall was reached, The brok- 
en stone and plaster were carefully 
picked out of a hole about a foot and 
one-half square and laid aside. 
Again Rose's hand is seen in ‘the 
affair. The escape was timed when 
the guards (were ange: off and un- 
til a mess was called the prisoners 
were not missed. The hole was dis- 
covered and an alarm sounded. Gov- 
ernor Chambers was in the jail at 
the time.

| Ottawa, July 21.—The last session, 
in all probability, of the tenth Par- 
|liament of Canada, was closed yes- 
|térday with the usual formal cere- 
monies. Sir Charles Fitzpatrick acted 
|as Governor-General. 

®arl Grey being in Quebec, Sir 
| Charles was escorted from his resi- 
dence to the House by the Princess 
Louise Dragoon Guards and had the 
Governor-General’s Foot Guards as a 
guard of honor at the House. The 
|second field battery fired the usual 
| salute on Nepean Point, just as if 
| the officiator were the vice-regal per- 
sonage himself. The scene at the 
| House was not 80 brilliant as usual, 
as all the society people and every-

In reply to R. L. Borden, the Fin- 
ance Minister admitted that, as it 
appeared Switzerland was entitled to 
the ‘‘fayored nation’’ treatment, the 
Canadian treaty had been held up in 
the French Senate. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s reply to the 
plea of the Canadian Manufacturers’ 
Association for relief to the woollen 
industry was read in the House Sat- 
urday. It is in part as follows: 

“The Government regrets that, with 
the present information, they are un- 
able to agree with the proposal re- 
specting increased duties on wool 
goods. 

“A proposal to increase the taxes 
on what might be called a necessary 


of life, naturally arouses much oppo- | 


sition among the consumers and their 
representatives, 

“The Government hopes that to 
some extent the difficulties which the 
manufacturers are meeting are not 
due to tariff conditions, but to a de- 
pression in trade which they believe 
but temporary. Thts view is support- 
ed by the fact that in the neighboring 
republic, where a very high wool tar- 
iff is in operation, there has been 
trade depression. 

“The Government, with due regard 
to the people of all sections of the 
country, feel that this is not the mo- 
ment at which they should adopt a 
policy of increased taxation, especial- 
ly on articles of a necessary character. 

“The complaints that have been 
made by the woollen trade as to eva- 
sions of the customs laws are being 
carefully looked’ into. 

“The question of tariff revision as 
respects the woollen industries can- 
not possibly be dealt with in the few 
hours Of this session that remain. We 
can assure the’ manufacturers that 
we are fully appreciative of the indus- 
try and that if we cannot at this stage 
meet’ their wishes it is because we 
are obliged to consider the wishes of 
all classes throughout the’ country.”

Let me 
add that if, as I believe will be the 
case, the enactment of this law im- 
perils the cause of free trade, the 
chances of a collision will be mater- 
ially increased.” 

It is, of course, perfectly under- | 
stood that the peril Lord Cromer | 
foresees lies in the direction of Ger- | 
many. His special information can, | 
of course, only be conjectured, but | 
it is a fact that all who possess it 
share his apprthension. Some of 
these individuals criticize rather se- | 
verely King Edward's latest move in 
the formation of a great European 
peace bund. They argue that the_ 
combination is now too large for sta- | 
bility. Moreover, the recent Anglo- |

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Working Church. 


Trip to Famous Shrine Is Marked by 
Picturesque Incidents—Battleships 
Give Searchlight and Sham Tor- 
pedo Boat Performance at Night— 
Nova Scotia Presents Mink Coat 
For Princess of Wales. 


Quebec, July 28.—The visit of the 
prince to St. Anne’s de Beaupre yea- 
terday morning was perhaps the moat 
picturesque incident of the trip, and 
one unique in the annals of the little 
miracle town, 

The prince had not been expected, 
although the Duke of Norfolk and 
Lord Loyat had been out and signed 
the visitors’ book last week. It was 
known during the morning that the 
prince would call on his way back 
from St. Joachim in his motor car, 
and the place was all decorated for 
the occasion. 

At 3.15 a joyful peal from the Ba- 
silica announced the approach of the 
royal party, and at 3.30 all the bells 
in Beaupre broke out jubilantly as 
the prince dismounted at the entrance 
to the grounds of the shrine. 

Here, in 1658, the first miracle was 
performed, and yesterday morning it 
was stated the latest wonder was add- 
ed to the long record. A girl declar- 
ed herself healed of an injury to one 
of her-limbs, and the plaster cast 
was removed and hung on the wall 
of the Basilica, blood and matter still 
adhering to it, while she walked heal- 
ed to her chair. So it is affirmed. 

The prince, with Earl Grey, enter- 
ed the Basilica guided by Mgr, Ma- 
turin, president of Laval University, 
and Fathers Lemieux and Caron, with 
other members of the community. By 
some oversight the lights were not 
turned on and the full magnificence 
of the church was not displayed, nor 
the beautiful effect of the aureole 
shown around the great statue of 
good St. Anne. 

But the prince saw the shrine as 
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other people see it, gorgeous as it is. 
He was conducted first to the wonder 
working statue, and then into the 
|chancel, where the fine stained glass 
was pointed out. 

The National Anthem was played 
on the organ on his entrance, and 
George F. Fortier, the organist, play- 
ed a finale of Guilmant’s as the 
prince passed into the chancel. Sub- 
jsequently Madame Charles Beaudoin 
| Sang a hymn to St. Anne, to the tune 
of “Home, Sweet Home.” The singu- 
larly sweet rendering of the familiar 
melody gained interest as Madame 
Beaudoin substituted for one of the 
lines the words ‘“‘God bless our prince 
and throne.” i 
|» The prince was conducted behind 
the high altar and into the sacristy, 
land the relics in the treasury shown 
| him. These include the first statue 
of St. Anne, brought from France in 
/1661, a magnificent mass vestment 
worked in silk and gold, made and 
' presented by Anne of Austria, mother 
of Louis XIV.,sin 1666, the several re- 
liquaries of St. Anne, who is the pa- 
tron saint of Canada, and many oth- 
er precious memorials. These things 
having been seen, the prince signed 
the register, “George P.,” with the 
/date, and underneath the Governor- 
General wrote “Grey.” i 

Emerging from the sacristy the 
prince found a merry crowd of the 
country people awaiting him, and he 
quite entered into the spirit of the 
scene, laughing and _ chatting and 
shaking hands with all and sundry. 
The motor car speedily moved off, 
followed by Sir Wilfrid Laurier and 
Lord Strathcona in another car. The 
‘remainder of the party were waiting 
lat the main entrance and followed 
the royal car to Quebec. S

Post Office Regulations.

Rey. W. BE. Hassard, B. D., Toronto, 
District Secretary of the Upper Can-

Quebec, July 27.—The state dinner 
was a brilliant function on Saturday 
night at the Citadel. Colonial repre- 
sentatives were a feature of the ce 
bration, which more fully re 
the imperial character of the celebra- 
tion than any previous social func- 
tion 
The guests. were received by the 
Governor-General, before the magni- 
ficent dining-room in the Citadel was 
entered by the guesta among whom 
were practically all the notable visi- 
tors who are kept at the celebration. 

After the royal toast, Earl Grey 
proposed that of the Prince of Wales. 

Great enthusiasm was manifested as 
the National Anthem was played. 
When the cheering ended the Prince 
addressed the company. In the course | 
of his speech he said: 

“T can assure you that everything 
which conduces to the prosperity and | 
well-being of the Dominion is watch- | 
ed with the keenest interest by the 
Mother Country. As the representa- | 
tive of our King I knew that an en- | 
thusiastic greeting awaited me in | 
Quebec, but the marked affection of 
that greeting has touched me more 
deeply; indeed, it is not possible to 
express all I feel. The three hun- 
dredth birthday of Quebec has been 
made the occasion, not of parochial 
or provincial, but of national and 
imperial importance.” (Cheers.) 

It was announced by Earl Grey 
before Sir Wilfrid Laurier proposed 
the. toast of the self-governing col- 
onies that he had ordered Austra- 
lian and South African wine to be 
poured so that the toast would be 
honored in no foreign wine. 

In proposing the toast of the self- 
governing colonies Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier said that as he advanced in years 
he appreciated more the wisdom of 
the British constitution, under which | 
he was born and brought up and | 
| which had given to the various por- | 
tions of the Empire their separate 
free Governments. 

“Tt is our proud boast that Canada | 
is the freest country in the world. It 
is our boast that in this country lib- 
erty of all kinds, civil and_religious, | 
liberty flourishes in the highest de- | 
gree,” declared Sir Wilfrid, who re-_ 
ferred to the presence of Vice-Presi- 
dent Fairbanks and the representa- 
tive of the French republic, and went

water power of the Moira, and 

Whereas, the Committee applied 
to the Hydro-Hlectrie Power Com- 
mission and procured one of their 
engineers to make a preliminary 
survey, and 

Whereas, the engineer reports 
that a large amount of water can 
be permanently ayailable, but that 
although the estimates submitted 
are believed to be Conservative, 
before a definite policy is .decided 
upon it would be necessary to make 
an instrumental survey of the stor- 
age basins and sites of the proposed 
dams, In addition to this it would 
be necessary to take observations of 
water level and obtain guagings of 
thé flow at different locations along 
the river during the different sea- 
sons. Inthis way sufficient infor- 
mation would be obtained to serye 
as a basis for an accurate estimate 
ot construction costs and storage 
capacity, and 

Whereas, the Committee haying 
interviewed the Hon. Adam Beck 
and the chief engineer of the Com- 
mission, the Committee has been 
given to understand that if the 
municipalities request the Hydro- 
Electrie Power Commission to take 
the above steps, they will be taken 
without costs to the municipalities, 
the law not permitting the Commis- 
sion to deal with individuals direct.

Local Hydro-Electric Power Commis- 
sion, which is now investigating the 
Moira River Water Power Storage. 
We are very much interested in the 
storage of the Moira water for the 
purpose of power development. 
We have here at Deloro a large 


mining and metallurgical plant re- 
quiring when all parts are in full 
operation 660 to 700 h. p., at present 
we are using about 350 h.p. 

The Moira river crosses our land 
and, therefore, as far as location is 
concerned offers great inducement for 
power development and we are dis- 
posed to utilize this source of power, 
if we can be assured of a uniform flow 
of water, 

As it is now the lumberman lift 
their stop logs to facilitate their drives 
and allow practically all the water to 
escape during the spring when the 
flow is greatest. 

This practice was alright while 
lumbering was the chief industry, but 
now that lumbering is a thing of the 
past, mining, which is the only other 
natural resource ot this part of North 
Hastings’ should receive some en- 
couragement, so as to become per- 
manently established, 

North Hastings has the raw 
material, but it requires large expen- 
diture of capital to develop mineral 
deposits, in order to make them com- 
niercially valuable. 

Power is the first and main problem 
ia mining, it is by far the largest item 
of expense and must therefore receive 
first consideration, 

As you are probably aware, the 
Canadian Goldfields, Ltd., formerly 
worked this mine, and during the last 
two years’ work their power, which 
was steam, cost them $90 and $91 per 
h. p. per annum, and this with up-to- 
date boilers and compound condens- 
ing engines, 

The present company, to obviate a 
repetition of this heayy power cost, 
installed a large suction gas producer 
plant, which was guaranteed to de- 
velop a b.p. hour off 1} lbs, of coal. 

This plant was in operation only a 
few weeks when the engine collapsed 
completely, necessitating the im- 
mediate installation of a 250 h. p. 
tandem compound condensing engine. 

The gas plant gave indications of 
high efficiency as near as we were able 
to make out, for the short time it ran 
our power would cost us $35 to $40 
re h. p. per annum, This we would 
nave considered satisfactory. 

Now we ave back on steam, haye 
not run long enough to really know 
what it cost us, but we know not less 
than $85 per h.p. 

Water power would not cost us to 
exceed $20 per h.p. per annum, if we 
were assured of a steady flow of water, 
day and night. 

We are quite satisfied that ample 
water can be stored aboye us to give 
us all the power we need, but being 
out ef our control we can do nothing 
with it, 

The plan proposed by the Hydro- 
Klectric Commission, viz:—To build 
dams so as)to store the head waters of 
the Moira, is just what is wanted, 
and anything you can do towards 
having this done will be appreciated 


and they are quite numerous, and it 
will be the means of building up a 
great many industries on and near the 
banks of the Moira. 

It is just possible that you are not 
aware of what is going on here at De- 
loro, the writer, therefore, ventures to 
inyite you as well as all the members 
of the Hydro-Commission to visit De- 
loro and see for yourselves, and we 
ave quite confident that you will be 
agreeably surprised when you see 
what is being done only thirty-two 
miles from the thriving city of Belle- 
ville and yet very few of your businese 
men know anything about it, 

Under separate cover we ave send- 
ing you a copy of the Canadian Min- 
ing Journal, in which you will find an 
article describing in part our works, 
Please read this and haye some of the 
other members vead it, and perhaps 
you will become interested enough to
